Albany, N. Y., April 9.—The vote of 
Senator Owen Cassidy of Schuyler, 
Republican, caused a tie vote of 25 to 
25, and defeated for the time at least 
1be Agnew-Hart bills embodying the 
recommendation of Governor Hughes 
that the legal protection be* abolished 
which since 181*5 has protected public 
gambling at race tracks, whereas it is 
a felony elsewhere in the stale. 
Lieutenant Governor Chanter, in the 
chair, by casting his vote to break the 
tie 
upon 
a 
parliamentary 
motion, 
which but for him would have result­ 
ed In killing the bills for the rest of 
the session, saved them for another 
vote at tlie discretion of theii intro­ 
ducer, Senator Agnew, at any time 
when the order of business permits 
him to call up the matter. 
The im­ 
portance of this bit of subsidiary pro­ 
cedure may prove to be very great and 
If by any means the friends of the bills 
can gain a vote from the opposition 
and at the same time hold the twenty* 
t h e they hav«>, they may yet pass the 
hills and send them to the governor. 
Governor Hughes made no seerei ol 
his disappointment over the result ol 
the struggle. 
He Wlmul not intimate 
what m easure he would adopt in the 
premises, but that he regards the mat­ 
ter as tar from se n led. he made clear 
by the following statement issued from 
the executive chamber: 
“It 1« impossible to believe that the 
people will permit the plain mandate 
of the constitution to be ignored. The 
contest has not ended. 
It has only 
begun. 
It will continue until the will 
of the people has been obeyed.** 


Dra m atic and Intense. 


The vote cam e a» the end of a day 
so dramatic and intense ihat people 
who have been about the capitol for 
a generation >uy they remember noth­ 
ing like it. 
I ntil the vote of Senator 
Wilcox, last 
on 
the list, was cast 
against the bills, the result was ap­ 
parently in doubt, although for three 
days the opposition has expressed con­ 
fidence that he would vote as he ac­ 
tually did. 
The most remarkable fea* 
ture of the day Involved the m yste­ 
rious absence of Senator F in c h e r of 
Cattaragus. 
He wiis known to intend 
to support the bills and his vole was 
indispensable to their passage. 
Mes­ 
sengers searched for him all the morn­ 
ing without result and the charge was 
freely made by the supporters of the 
bills that his absence was involuntary 
and would prove to be the result of a 
conspiracy. 
When a recess was taken 
at 2 o’clock he was still missing. 
lie appeared at last when the recess 
was about half gone, with nothing to 
say for publication but a story about 
his absence told privately was accept 
ed by the supporters of the bill as 
confirming their suspicions and its de­ 
tails convulsed everybody who heard 
it. 
The gist of it was that he bad out­ 
witted those who would have detained 
him and as he put it, “here I am, in 
time to vote for the bills as I have 
all along intended to do.” 
Senator Cassidy, who the support 
ers of the bills hold responsible for 
their defeat, voted on two previous 
occasions In their favor, although the 
friends of the measure admit that he 
has never promised to support them 
on final passage. 
Senator Grattan of Albany was de­ 
clared to be in favor of the bills, but 
after conferring with leaders of the 
Albany county Republican organiza­ 
tion, he went to Senator Agnew and 
announced that he would vote against 
them. 
Voted Against Them. 


Senator Knapp of Clinton w as re­ 
garded as practically certain to vote 
for the bills, but finally he also an­ 
nounced that he would vote against 
them. 
T here was some doubt about 
the vote of Senator Foelker of Kings, 
but when the vote came he adhered to 
the position he had all along taken In 
their favor. 
All of the fifty m embers of the sen­ 
ate were present, the only vacant sea' 
being that 
of Senator Franchot of 
Niagara Falls, who died recently. 
It 
•earns to be generally agreed that he 
would have supported the bills. 
Twenty-three Republicans and two 
Democrats voted for the bills: seven­ 
teen Democrats and eight Republicans 
voted against them.

have

deciding 
vote. 
Senalor 
Grady urgently appealed to the lieu* 
| tenant governor and to his colleagues 
for support for his motion, but the 
lieutenant governor said that while 
the point immediately at issue was a 
motion of the minority 
leader, the 
question really involved was the right 
of Senator Agnew to control the time 
at which the vote upon his own bill 
should 
be reconsidered. 
In support 
he said, of the precedent of “senatorial 
) courtesy," ho would give Senator Ag- 
new his vote. 
This action saved the 
bills from utter destruction and mado 
possible another contest. 
Under th-* 
rules of the senate the presiding offi­ 
cer has the deciding vote In case of a 
tie upon all purely parliamentary q u es­ 
tions. 
He has no vote upon the direct 
question of the passage of tho bills. 
For this reason be could not have 
broken the tie by which the bills were 
defeated.

DEMOCRATS FIGHT IN VAIN 


FIVE PERSONS KILLED. 


Train H its a-Carriage and K ills All of 
Its Occupants. 
Chicago, April 9.— Four women oc­ 
cupants of a carriage were instantly 
killed and the drivet was fatally in­ 
jured when the vehicle was struck by 
an electric train on the Chicago, El­ 
gin and Aurora railroad 
near May­ 
wood, a western suburb of Chicago. 
The carriage was one of a number 
that were returning from a funeral. 
The driver died a few hours laier at 
a hospital to which he had been taken. 
The dead are: 
Mrs. F. Rohloff, sixty-five years old, 
and 
her daughter-in-law, Mrs. 
Pan 
Rohloff, twenty-nine years old; Mrs. 
Charles Dressel, Mrs. Minnie Potts- 
hoff and Frank Newman. 
All were 
residents of Chicago. 
The carriage was cut In two and 
the rear portion was carried several 
hundred feet along the tracks before 
the train could be stopped. 
T he train 
proceeded after the accident and the 
first notice of the occurrence was re­ 
ceived from Wheaton, several miles 
further west, when an official of the 
railroad company telephoned to May­ 
wood asking ambulances be sent to 
the scene. 
W hen the undertakers ar­ 
rived the occupants of the other c a r­ 
riages were caring for Newman and 
endeavoring to extricate the mangled 
bodies 
from 
the wrecked carriage. 
Mrs. F. M. Rohloff, another daughter- 
in-law of Mrs. F. Rohloff, who was in 
one of the carriages, fainted at the 
sight of the bodies and narrowly es­ 
caped death through falling upon the 
i third rail. 
The wrecked carriage was 
the second in the line, one having al­ 
ready crossed the tracks. 
The driver 
is thought to have driven onto the 
right-of-way in the belief that he had 
time to cross, since the approaching 
train was plainly visible from the 
point where the accident occurred.

Washington, April 9.—After a de 
hate which consumed a large part of 
the day, in which the leaders on both 
• ides participated and in which there 
were many sharp passages, though in 
perfect good nature, the house pass« 
a new rule enabling the speaker to 
declare a recess at 6 o’clock every af 
ternoon for the remainder of the week 
without a roll call. 
Notwithstanding 
the rigid rules already in force, the 
Democrats forced five roll calls on the 
rule. 
The debate was participated in by 
Messrs. 
De 
Armond 
and 
Williams, 
Democrats, and Messrs. Sherman and 
Dalzeli on behalf of the Republicans. 
Beginning the controversy, Mr. De 
Armond said that evidently it had be­ 
come offensive to the Republicans to 
have a roll call notwithstanding the 
requirement of the Constitution. 
He 
attributed their reluctance to a desire 
not to be found on record. 
He ad ­ 
mitted that the adoption of the rule 
would demonstrate that the Republi­ 
cans could pass any hill they desired 
to pass, but urged that it would place 
squarely upon them the responsibility 
for all failures to legislate. 
Mr. Sherman responded that the Re­ 
publicans were entirely willing to as­ 
sume entire responsibility. 
“The Republican 
party,** he said, 
“has Always been ready to accept full 
responsibility when it 
has been in 
power, which is in striking contrast 
to ihe Democratic party which, even 
when it is in power, has lacked the 
courage to carry out its declared poli­ 
cies.” 
Mr, Williams claims credit for forc­

As ii to divest the Democrats of 
every vestige of any power left to 
them, 
Mr. 
Dalzeli 
subsequently 
re­ 
ported another rule which the Repub 
Means put through by sheer force of 
numbers. 
The 
rule 
provided 
that 
h ereafter a general appropriation bill 
that has been considered and amend­ 
ed in committee of the whole house 
shall be put on its passage under sus­ 
pension of rules and that a majority 
and not a two thirds vote shall carry 
the bill through. 
The object of the 
rule is to prevent the Democrats se ­ 
curing roll calls on motions forcing 
votes on amendments. 
The session of the house will go 
down as one of the stormiest in its 
history. 
The sum total of ihe d ay ’s 
proceedings was the adoption of sev ­ 
eral additional rules to further cheek 
the Democratic filibuster and the pass­ 
ing of the two resolutions introduced 
by Speaker Cannon calling on the de­ 
partment of justice and the depart­ 
ment of commerce and labor for cer­

Kingston, NT. Y., April 9.—In some 
Wesiern city, the name of which is 
scrupulously guarded, lives a promi­ 
nent and respected citizen from whom 
the supreme court of New York has 
removed the stigma of an. indictment 
which was returned twenty-six years 
ago, and charged John Taylor with 
the death of Thomas Murray. 
The present 
home of Taylor and 
the name under which lie lias since 
lived, married and risen to the head 
of a big mercantile establishment, are 
known to but three men here, and his 
secret will he kept. 
Taylor’s identity 
was made known by him to the court 
after a search for him which covered 
two continents and took several years, 
had been abandoned. 
Throwing him­ 
self upon the mercy of the prosecutor, 
Taylor invited an Inquiry into his life 
for the past quarter of a century. This 
was made and it proved so satisfac­ 
tory that Former Suprem e Court J u s ­ 
tice Clearwater, who as district at 
torney obtained the indictment against 
Taylor, declared that it would be gross 
injustice 
to reveal 
the 
m a n ’s new 
name. 
Justice \Y. C. Howard of Troy, sit­ 
ting in t he supreme court, dismissed 
the Indictment against Taylor after it 
had been shown that all possible wit­ 
nesses against 
the defendant 
were 
dead. 
Justice Clearwater, who 
p er­ 
sonally Investigated the case, and the 
present district attorney, VV. A. Cun­ 
ningham, seconded the action of the 
court. 
Only 
Justice 
Howard, 
Mr. 
Clearwater and Mr. Cunningham have 
knowledge of the facts In the case. 
Ex-Justice Clearwater said: 


Outrage to Revive the Story Now. 


“The killing of Murray was a case 
of love, rum and politics. 
Manslaugh­ 
ter, which was charged, could not be 
proven now. 
Taylor has made a new 
home and won an honored name. 
He 
is at the head of a big manufacturing 
establishment in the West, has a wife 
and six children, all Ignorant of his 
early 
misfortune. 
His 
character is 
above reproach and it would he an 
outrage to revive the story now.” 
The killing of Murray and the sub­ 
sequent 
pursuit 
of 
Taylor 
created 
great interest. 
Murray was killed at 
Port Ewen, Ulster county, on an elec­ 
tion day when there had been a riot 
at the polls. 
Taylor and Murray were 
unfriendly for various reasons. 
They 
belonged to opposing political parties 
and loved the same girl. 
On election 
day they 
quarrelled at 
the polling 
place and then fought on the street. 
A brick with which 
Murray’s skull 
was cracked is stilMn Hiejoffjce of the 


district attorney. 
Several days later 
Murray died and Taylor fled. 
In 1SS2 
a grand jury indicted Taylor for m an­ 
slaughter in the first degree. 
He was 
traced to Pennsylvania and later to 
the home of his mother in Ireland. 
He was apprehended but again es 
caped. 
Later he returned to America 
anti settled in the West 
Recently he 
determined 
to clear his 
name 
lie 
communicated with officials here, who 
had long before alven up hope of his 
arrest and the dismissal of the indict­ 
ment resulted.

FIVE PERSONS KILLED. 


Train Hits a X a rria g e and K ills All of 
Its Occupants. 
Chicago, April 9.—Four women oc­ 
cupants of a carriage were instantly 
killed and the driver was fatally in­ 
jured when the vehicle was struck by 
an electric train on the Chicago, El­ 
gin and Aurora railroad near May­ 
wood, a western suburb of Chicago. 
The carriage was one of a number 
that were returning from a funeral. 
The driver died a few hours later at 
a hospital to which he had been taken. 
The dead are: 
Mrs. F. Rohloff, sixty-five years old, 
and her daughter-in-law, Mrs. Pan 
Rohloff, twenty-nine years old; Mrs. 
Charles Dressel, Mrs. Minnie Potts- 
hoff and Frank Newman. 
All were 
residents of Chicago. 
The carriage was cut in two and 
the rear portion was carried several 
hundred feet along the tracks before 
the train could be stopped. The train 
proceeded after the accident and the 
first notice of the occurrence was re­ 
ceived from Wheaton, several miles 
further west, when an official of the 
railroad company telephoned to May­ 
wood asking ambulances be sent to 
the scene. 
When the undertakers ar­ 
rived the occupants of the other car­ 
riages were caring for Newman and 
endeavoring to extricate the mangled 
bodies from the wrecked carriage. 
Mrs. F. M. Rohloff, another daughter- 
in-law of Mrs. F. Rohloff, who was in 
one of the carriages, fainted at the 
sight of the bodies and narrowly es­ 
caped death through falling upon the 
third rail. The wrecked carriage was 
the second in the line, one having al­ 
ready crossed the tracks.

Washington, April 9.—After a de­ 
bate which consumed a large part of 
the day, in which the leaders on both 
Bides participated and in which there 
were many sharp passages, though in 
perfect good nature, the house passe 
a new rule enabling the speaker to 
declare a recess al 5 o’clock every af­ 
ternoon for the remainder of the week 
without a roll call. 
Notwithstanding 
the rigid rules already in force, the 
Democrats forced five roll calls on the 
rule. 
The debate was participated in by 
Messrs. De Armond and 
Williams, 
Democrats, and Messrs. Sherman and 
Dalzell on behalf of the Republicans.

Mr. Sherman responded that the Re­ 
publicans were entirely willing to as­ 
sume entire responsibility. 
“The Republican party,” he said, 
“has always been ready to accept full 
responsibility when it has been in 
power, which is in striking contrast 
to the Democratic party which, even 
when it is in power, has lacked the 
courage to carry out its declared poli­ 
cies.” 
Mr. Williams claims credit for forc­ 
ing the Republican majority to a vote 
on

measures. 
He 
made reply to Mr. Dalzell’s recent 
speech which had been calculated, he 
said, to cause him to grow* angry, but 
he did not propose to lose his tem­ 
per simply because the Republican 
leaders did not want him and the 
president to legislate.

Prominent Merchant in a Western 


City and New Y ork Court Dism isses 


Charge Against Him. 


Kingston, N. Y., April 9.—In some 
Western city, the name of which is 
scrupulously guarded, lives a promi­ 
nent and respected citizen from whom 
the supreme court of New York has 
removed the stigma of an. indictment 
which was returned twenty-six years 
ago, and charged John Taylor with 
the death of Thomas Murray. 
The present home of Taylor and 
the name under which he has since 
lived, married and risen to the head 
of a big mercantile establishment, are 
known to but three men here, and his 
secret will be kept. 
Taylor’s identity 
was made known by him to the court 
after a search for him which covered 
two continents and took several years, 
had been abandoned. 
Throwing him­ 
self upon the mercy of the prosecutor, 
Taylor invited an inquiry into his life 
for the past quarter of a century. This 
was made and it proved so satisfac­ 
tory that Former Supreme Court Ju s­ 
tice Clearwater, who as district at­ 
torney obtained the indictment against 
Taylor, declared that it would be gross 
injustice to reveal the man’s new 
name. 
Justice W. C. Howard of Troy, sit­ 
ting in the supreme court, dismissed 
the indictment against Taylor after it 
had been shown that all possible wit­ 
nesses against 
the defendant were 
dead. 
Justice Clearwater, who per­ 
sonally investigated the case, and the 
present district attorney, W. A. Cun­ 
ningham, seconded the action of the 
court. 
Only 
Justice 
Howard, 
Mr. 
Clearwater and Mr. Cunningham have 
knowledge of the facts in the case. 
Ex-Justice Clearwater said: 


Outrage to Revive the Story Now. 
“The killing of Murray was a case 
of love, rum and politics. 
Manslaugh­ 
ter, which was charged, could not be 
proven now. 
Taylor has made a new 
home and won an honored name. 
He 
is at the head of a big manufacturing 
establishment in the West, has a wife 
and six children, all ignorant of his 
early misfortune. 
His character is 
above reproach and It would be an 
outrage to revive the story now.” 
The killing of Murray and the sub­

Taylor created 
great interest. 
Murray was killed at 
Port Ewen, Ulster county, on an elec­ 
tion day when there had been a riot 
at the polls.

wants to demonstrate. 
A chap In Chi­ 
cago once started ou t to prove that the 
world is hollow and that we live ou 
the lu shle of It au d made a strong 
case. 
The general idea concerning Gov­ 
ernor Dou glas Is that he is an incar­ 
nated advertisement. 
This concept, 
however, does him inju stice. He was 
a sentient being before be ever knew 
the delights and profits of printer’s 
ink. 
Ru t bis fu ll glory had u ot then 
bu rst u pon the world. lie had not be­ 
gu n to sell shoes or ru n for president.

Everybody came to deal 
with him becau se he seemed an oil 
friend. 
When be ran for governor of 
Vla s- 


some of these shrinking sou ls mu st go 
throu gh in the noble task of acqu aint­ 
ing the world with their virtu es! 
Moves Straight Ahead. 
Governor Dou glas cannot be inclu d­ 
ed in this category, however, for the 
reason that he has not made this sac­ 
rifice for the pu rpose of Informing the 
pu blic of his own virtu es, bu t rather 
of the virtu es of his shoes. 
That 
makes the martyrdom all the greater. 
Bu t, like a hero, he moved straight 
ahead. 
lie wou ld slau ghter his own 
modesty rather than leave the people 
In ignorance. 
Fp to the time he stru ck the schema 
that has made bis lineaments better 
known than those of anybody except 
the president and “the peerless,” Mr.

They cou ld not steal 
his face. 
The year Mr. Dou glas was made gov­ 
ernor of the Bay State practically the 
entire north was swept by a Repu blic­ 
an wave similar to that which obliter­ 
ated Parker and landed Roosevelt. All 
the rest of the Repu blican ticket was

In 
Massachu setts. 
Dou glas 
alone kept the Democratic party on 
the northern map.

and afterward to Montana In search of 
gold. 
Like the man who hu nted for a 
treasu re arou nd the world and after­ 
ward fou nd it at his own doorstep. 
Mr Dou glas retu rned to Massachu setts 
and discovered a gold mine In the shoe 
bu siness that he had temporarily u eg- 
lected. 
G^ent Home Man. 
In determining that the secret of 
wealth is at home he fou nd the kin­ 
dred tru th that the secret of happiness 
is also at home 
in consequ ence he Is 
one of the greatest home men in the 
world. 
It Is an inspiring fact that, however 
the “affinity” craze ami divorce manias 
may obtain in ou r midst, the American 
people w ill tru st no man to lo >k after 
their pu blic bu siness who Is not clean 
and who'esome in his domestic life.

SALOONS ABOLISHED. 


Thirty-six Counties in 
Illinois Are 
Now “Dry.” 
Chicago, April 9.—As a result of 
Tuesday s local election In Illinois 36 
counties out of the 102 In the state are 
now 
entirely 
antisaloon 
territory, 
while nineteen others are anti-saloon 
with the exception of one township In 
each. 
Twenty-seven 
of the 
totally 
"dry” counties voted on the question 
Tuesday and nine decided to abolish 
the saloon last November. 
According 
to the latest returns 886 townships 
cast their votes against saloons and 
394 townships in favor of retaining 
the saloon. 
The total number of "dry” 
townships 
In 
the 
state, 
Including 
those which held elections last No­ 
vember, is now 1,028 and the total of 
"wet” townships Is 323. 
The most Te­ 
nnille estimates placed the number of 
saloons voted out of business Tues 
day at 1,100. and the net anti-saloon 
majorities cast in the entire territory 
voting at 28,000. 
In all eighty-four 
counties he'd elections T u esd ay and 
in that territory ii Is e stim a te d that 
I here are now in the neighborhood of 
3.000 saloons. 
The result of the elee 
lio n s, 
th e re fo re , 
will compel 
more 
than one-1hii>l of this number of sa 
loons to go out of b u sin e ss within 
thirty days. The city of Chicago did 
not vote on local option.

| gratitude It will make him so. 
The 
j politicians also could do worse than 


i nominate Douglas.

| a great drawing card. 
Every man In

life. But. whatever we may say for the 
politicians, the duty of the press Is 
plain.

BOY TELLS OF CRUME. 


Declares His Father Committed Dou­ 
ble Murder Two Years Ago. 
New Orleans, April 9.—According to 
a letter received by the New Orleans 
police, a double murder committed on 
the river below New Orleans has been 
covered up by the murky waters of 
the Mississippi for two years and has 
only been brought to light by the con­ 
fession of a twelve year-old boy.

most of his hair and is about the rich­ 
est man in Massachusetts. Rockefeller 
lost all of his and is the richest man 
in the world. 
The proposition is also 
proved by the fact that there are so 
many men who have hair and nothing 
else. 
Another proof is that Populists 
do not like millionaires. 
It is remark­ 
able the number of things a man can 
find to support any idea he really 
wants to demonstrate. 
A chap in Chi­ 
cago once started out to prove that the 
world is hollow and that we live on 
the inside of It aud made a strong 
case. 
The general idea concerning Gov­ 
ernor Douglas Is that he is an incar­ 
nated advertisement. 
This concept, 
however, does him injustice. He was 
a sentient being before he ever knew 
the delights and profits of printer's 
ink. But his full glory had not then 
burst upon tile world. He had uot be­ 
gun to sell shoes or run for president. 
It was only by the employment of the 
engraver’s nrt and of display type that 
he reached the full stature of his use­ 
fulness. 


Capitalized His Features. 
It was Barnum who suggested to 
Governor Douglas the way to make 
his face his fortune. 
Barnum was 
about the homeliest man ever seen out­ 
side a museum, but this did not pre­ 
vent him from capitalizing his fea­ 
tures. 
By plastering his pictures on 
barns, trees and fences he convinced 
the American people that his circus, 
like his ugliness, was something out 
of the ordinary. 
Douglas was not as ugly as Barnum, 
but sowed his picture with a more 
unsparing 
hand. 
Wherever 
people 
wore shoes there was his ad. In the 
midst of them. He grew as celebrated 
as the measles or the multiplication 
table. Presidents might come and go. 
but Douglas went on forever. 
His 
forehead, so nearly approximating In­ 
finity. gleamed and glistened from ev­ 
ery page. 
Everybody came to deal 
with him because he seemed an oil 
friend. 
When he ran for governor of llaa- 


some of these shrinking souls must go 
through In the noble task of acquaint­ 
ing the world with their virtues! 
j 
Moves Straight Ahead. 
Governor Douglas cannot be lnclud- ! 
ed in this category, however, for the 
reason that he has not made this sac­ 
rifice for the purpose of informing the 
public of his own virtues, but rather 
of the virtues of bls shoes. 
That 
makes the martyrdom all the greater. 
But, like a hero, he moved straight 
ahead. 
He would slaughter his own 
modesty rather than leave the people 
in Ignorance. 
Up to the time he struck the schema 
that has made his lineaments better 
known than those of anybody except 
the president and "the peerless,” Mr. 
Douglas accused his hated rivals of 
stealing his Ideas. 
The moment he 
adopted a new lead in advertising they 
made It their own. But when he began 
printing his 
picture they 
admitted 
themselves stung. They could not steal 
his face. 
The year Mr. Douglas was made gov­ 
ernor of the Bay State practically the 
entire north was swept by a Republic­ 
an wave similar to that which obliter­ 
ated Parker and landed Roosevelt. All 
the rest of the Republican ticket was 
elected 
In 
Massachusetts. 
Douglas 
alone kept the Democratic party on 
the northern map. 
No wonder he be­ 
came a presidential possibility the day 
after election. 
One welcome departure In his fight 
was that Governor Douglas paid for 
the advertising he received. Other can­ 
didates expect the papers to advertise 
them “for the good of the cause.” 
Despite this method of self exploita­ 
tions, the governor elect revealed his 
innate modesty by ascribing the result 
to the tariff. He took no credit for hit 
original ways of conducting a cam­ 
paign. 
In his posters, his page ads. 
and at his barbecues he had told the 
people that American manufacturers 
under the pretense of boosting Ameri­ 
canism actually sold goods abroad at j 
a much less price than at home. 
He 
further Insisted that the tariff costa 
the people of Massachusetts several 
times as much as It gives them In re­ 
turn. 
So deep an impression did he 


’make that Massachusetts has remain­ 
ed a hotbed af tariff revisionists to this 
day. 
He not only took a new departure in 
his canvass, however, but in office. He 
Insisted on making bls appointments 
from the most fitting material regard­ 
less of party. 
It Is so unusual for an 
official to show himself an American 
before he Is a partisan that members 
of the political machine could not un­ 
derstand It. Whether it was disgust at 
this selfish and factional view of the 
bosses or for some other reason. Gov­ 
ernor Douglas refused to be a candi­ 
date for re-election. 
The Republicans 
returned to their ascendency In Mas­ 
sachusetts from that day, although 
they despaired of beating Douglas lf 
he had been a candidate. 


Secret of His Strength. 
Those closest to the man whom 
many Democrats regard as their most 
promising candidate say that the secret 
of his strength Is the east with which 
he does the apparently Impossible. He 
is one of those favorites of success who 
have sufficient faith, will, energy and 
insight to enable them to surmount 
difficulties at which the average soul 
stands appalled. 
This faculty be baa 
shown again and again In bls busi­ 
ness ventures as well as in his canvass 
for governor. 
While In no sense a politician, Mr. 
Douglas has been a member of both 
houses of the Massachusetts legisla­ 
ture and mayor of his home city of 
Brockton. 
He is not only Immensely 
popular with the workingmen, who 
point out that he has had do strikes or 
lockouts In bls shops, but with the 
business men, who admire his Integ­ 
rity, his common sense and his genius 
for overcoming the difficult. 
William L. Douglas is the son of a 
shoemaker, but where his father turn­ 
ed out one pair of shoes he turns out 
millions. 
In advising young men to 
stick to the last he gives the motto a 
new application. 
He says In effect 
that if a cobbler changed his last 
every few minutes his shoes would 
have no more shape than a toad. That 
is the way with the life work of a 
young man who switches occupations. 
In advising everybody to follow the 
shoemaker’s 
motto 
the 
ex-governor 
practices what he preaches. The Doug­ 
las family has stuck to the last and 
prospered. 
There was a time In young Douglas’ 
youth when he deserted the waxed 
ends, however. 
He went to Denver 
and afterward to Montana In search of 
gold. 
Like the man who bunted for a 
treasure around the world and after­ 
ward found It at his own doorstep, 
Mr. Douglas returned to Massachusetts 
and discovered a gold mine In the shoe 
business that he had temporarily neg­ 
lected. 
j 
Great Home Man. 
In determining that the secret of 
wealth is at home he found the kin­ 
dred truth that the secret of happiness 
is also at home. 
In consequence he is 
one of the greatest home men in the 
world. 
It is an inspiring fact that, however 
the "affinity” craze and divorce manias 
may obtain in our midst, the American 
people will trust no man to look after 
their public business who is not clean 
and wholesome in his domestic life. 
If he does depart from the white way 
he loses his hold on the respect of the 
masses the moment he is found out. 
Say what you will, the instinct of the 
many is for moral health. 
Just as his business methods are 
along the lines of integrity and fatr 
dealing by all, Mr. Douglas’ home life 
Is simple, kindly, unaffected and pure. 
As might be expected in the case of a 
man who shows such private integrity, 
the public career of Governor Douglas 
is without blemish. 
A really honest 
man Is just as honest in his relations 
with government as he is in his deal­ 
ings with his neighbor. 


Not Successful Until He Married. 
There is a reason for Governor Doug­ 
las’ delight In his home. 
He had no 
success until he married. At that time 
he w’as a penniless shoemaker who but 
a year or two before had tramped 
through Nebraska and Colorado and 
almost starved on the plains. 
From 
his wedding day he began to prosper. 
His wife, who had been a Miss Naomi 
Augusta Terry, brought him no money, 
but she did bring him hope, faith and 
spirit, which, after all, are the real 
substances out of which the success 
stuff is made. 
While not an orator. Mr. Douglas has 
a good appearance ou the platform and 
speaks in such a simple, sensible and 
direct manner that he wins his hear­ 
ers. He reads his speeches, which is 
usually the most effective method of 
murdering them. He has caught the 
knack of it, however, aud does it in 
such a way that his talks are still 
alive even though dressed in manu­ 
script funeral clothes. 
It was a great surprise to Mr. Doug­ 
las’ family, friends and newspaper 
supporters 
when 
he 
was 
elected. 
Doubtless the surprise was shared by 
himself. He had probably figured only 
on reducing the mountainous Repub­ 
lican majority in a way to do him cred­ 
it. The American public, however, has 
a surprising faculty of divining the in­ 
nermost spirit in a public man. The 
people of Massachusetts concluded that 
this man had honesty without pre­ 
tense and ability without ostentation. 
That was the sort of governor they 
wanted. If more of that kind of men 
would run for office there would be 
more of these pleasant surprises in 
politics. Some day the American voter 
will learn enough to measure candi­ 
dates by the standard of character 
rather than by that of noise. 
The four things that elected Douglas 
were his popularity with the workers, 
his advocacy of tariff revision and 
reciprocity, his original campaign meth­ 
ods and the people’s confidence in his 
integrity. All of these would be valua­ 
ble qualities in s presidential contest.
